No Legal Way 
to Sell Any 
Mixed Drinks

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Roe 


Gaspard, director of the state 
Alcoholic Beverage Control De- 
partment, says he knows "of no 
legal way" that mixed drinks 
can be sold in private clubs. 


"I have not, as yet, been 


able to determine whether or 
not the practice of 'brownbag- 
ging' is legal," Gaspard said. 


The mixed drink question, 


which has been boiling since 
March, is currently pending in 
the Arkansas Supreme Court in

John T. Jernigan's ruling in 
October declaring illegal the 
Class 0 permits under which 
the ABC Board has licensed 46 
private clubs to sell mixed 
drinks.

PRAGUE (AP) - "Jlrek, this 


Is Vera," the young woman 
said. "You'll never guess where 
I'm calling from—under Wen- 
ceslas Square—the new arcade 
—it's bright and warm down 
here and they have shops..,.". 


Speaking from a telephone 


booth, Vera was one of tens of 
thousands who took part Mon- 
day In one of Prague's nicer 
happenings 
after 
months of 


tragedy. 


It was a simple event, the 


opening of a pedestrian arcade 
under the heart of the Czecho- 
slovak capital. But the place 
and the circumstances meant 
something special to the people 
whose city was Invaded 15 
weeks ago by Soviet troops. 


Wenceslas Square is actually 


a short stretch of boulevard re- 
sembling the Champs Elysees in 
Paris, with magnificent old 
buildings lining both sides. 


At one end is the National 


Museum, pocked by Soviet gun- 
fire during the last week of Au- 
gust, and the equestrian statue 
of 
Bohemin King Wenceslas, 


where Czechs still leave flowers 
and light candles in honor of 
young patriots killed during the 
invasion. Portraits of President 
Ludvik 
Svoboda, 
Communist 


party leader Alexander Dubcek, 
and Tomas G. Masaryk, founder 
of the Czechoslovak republic, 
are at the base of the statue. 


After the mayor of Prague cut 


the ribbon, the Czechs poured 
down the arcade's 10 stairways 
to Inspect the project that for 19 
months 
had kept the plaza 


closed to all vehicles except 
trams—and (lie Soviet army's 
trucks and tanks. 


"The 
important thing is that 


we did finish it," a bespectacled 
man with a folded newspaper 
said to his companion, "And we 
must also finish the other things

Now 1-1 for the year, the Bob- 


cats won their first game under 
new coach Bill Reyenga and go 
for a two-game streak against 
Prescott tonight at Jones Field 
House. Last night Prescott was 
beaten 57-47 by England, also in 
the Ouachjja Invitational. 


As they had against Nashville 


last Saturday night, Hope started 
fast by combining the outside 
shooting of Simmons with under- 
neath baskets by big 6 ft. 6 in. 
Jim Singleton, who was the Bob- 
cats' leading scorer for the night 
with 21 points. 


The only lead Hope could get 


was a 14-13 margin late in the 
period, but Fuller came back with 
a last-second two-pointer to forge 
ahead to stay at 15-14. 


Cooling off in the second quar- 


ter, the Bobcats succumbed to a 
fine pair of forwards in Panthers 
Robert Abraham and Herman 
Lindsey. They combined for 17

eight points at 37-29.

Congestion 
Big Problem

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government for the first 
time 
has 
issued restrictions 


aimed at easing the mounting 
problem of air traffic conges- 
tion. 


The restrictions at five air- 


ports In Washington, New York, 
and Chicago become effective 
April 27, a date set because air- 
lines normally change their 
schedules about then. 


The Federal Aviation Agency, 


setting the hourly pits In a 
new rule Issued Monday night, 
indicated its action was a stop- 
gap measure and that the an- 
swer to congestion lies In build- 
ing more airports. 


An FA A spokesman said the 


limits, expected to draw bitter 
criticism from small plane oper- 
ators, were the first ever set di- 
rectly because of congestion. 


He said the government limit- 


ed flights at Washington's Na- 
tional Airport two years ago be- 
cause ground facilities, such as 
restaurants and rest rooms, 
were overtaxed. 


Major airlines gave somewhat 


reluctant support to the restric- 
tions after their proposal earlier 
this year following massive air 
tieups in July. An FAA official 
said the big carriers felt they 
needed some cirbs for their 
own good. 


The Department of Transpor- 


tation, parent agency of the 
FAA, said it again will propose 
legislation to provide for the 
needed expansion. It proposed a 
plan last year, but opposition 
was stiff and Congress did not 
act. 


The new limitation, proposed 


Sept, 4, would hold landings and 
takeoffs 
to 135 an hour at 


O'Hare Airport In Chicago, 80at 
Kennedy International in New 
York and 60 at New York's La 
Guardla, Newark Airport and 
Washington National. 


O 
1 Hare has had as many as 82 


more flights in an hour, Kenne- 
dy 48 more. 


Small planes would be barred 


entirely from Kennedy Airport 
between 5 p.m. and 8 p.m. daily, 
a peak period. And they would 
be given only a few landings 
and takeoffs at other hours. 


But the FAA dropped another 


provision the small-plane opera- 
tors said would have discrimi- 
nated against them, U would 
have required two pilots and a 
minimum air speed of 150 cnots 
for all planes in the area of the 
five airports in baU*weathei 
conditions. 


And the limitation system, to 


be operated by the FAA, will al- 
low more flights when possible 
"without significant additional 
delay."
